Their biuiincsy baa been shattered since 
they have been slopped from shipping 
disease-infected Ireca into the slate. We 
have never objected to tho importation 
of gooil, clean nursery stock. 


"The ring first commenced to be ac- 


tive live years ago. Agents camo hero 
and sold fruit stock so much cheaper 
than local nurserymen could then afford 
to that thousands of pear and peach 
trees were bought. 


".Naturally, California is not a pesl 


district. There are few, if any, native 
tree diseases here, ami none of Ihem art, 
serious. 
'The eastern orchards, in certain sec- 


tions, are a. prey to many pests, and all 
of them are deadly. 


'The agents attempted to import a lol 


of peach trees infected with yellows, 
Tho yellows is one of the most danger- 
ous tree diseases known—all the more 
to be feared because it cannot be detect 
ed until it has fully developed. 


"Another eastern pest is the peacl 


root borer. The insect bores into tin 
roots of the trees and killa it. There is 
no remedy for it, aside from absolute 
destruction of tho orchards where ' 
flourishes. 
"The 'black aphis' is another eastern 


fruit pest. It is oven more destructive 
than the yellows. It has been knowi 
to kill 100,1)00 trees in three weeks. 
Ii 


Australia it has almost wiped out pcacl 
culture. 
"I have mentioned these pests par 


ticiilarly to show how criminal Iho atti 
tude of the eastern nurfory ring la. Tin 
introduction of one of these three pest* 
inlo California would annihilate or 
cbanla by the hundred. And yet ti: 
ring, acting through its agents, has beei 
making shipment after shipment. A 
fast aa the trees came in they have beei 
seized anil destroyed. We have beet 
served with injunctions anil threatenec 
witli r*" 5orl5 of dr.inagc suits, but, rely 
ing upon the state law, we kept ou will 
the work.

Frank S. Johnson of the well-known 
f?nn Francisco firm of the Johnson- 
Locke Mercantile Company. They are 
thu agents for Colonel Korsyth, nnd are 
thoroughly an fait in all the details of 
the raisin industry, and therefore quali- 
fied to express themselves, on the sub- 
ject. 


If Jlr. Johnson has worked out a plan 


by which tho growers will receive a fair 
price for their raisins, without doing 
away with the commission packers, he 
has solved the Question in a manner 
that must satisfy all parties interested 
in the industry. It is certainly advisa- 
ble for our growers to communicate with 
Mr. Johnson and obtain his views on 
this important matter. 


It may be stated that Mr. Johnson IB 


the financial malinger of the- Midwinter 
Fair, selected because of his capability 
in handling financial matters of a large 
character. He is also agent of the 
North American Navigation Company, 
which has so successfully coped with 
the Pacific Mail. It may be seen from 
all this that he is thorough' capable of 
directing large 
financial enterprises. 


The letter is as follows: 
Mv liuar IA>loiiel Forsylh. Fn-iiin, C*l. 


Mr. Pa ton has reminded me of you 


and my promise to you to give you a 
memorandum of my ideas on the raisin 
situation, 1 have not been unmindful 
of my promise. 1 have been engaged 
upon it evenings and some portion of the 
day, but unfortunately my doctor ban 
been putting something that feels very 
much like sand into my eyes during tho 
last three or four days and 1 have had 
to give them as much rest as possible. 
Over reading has brought on a tempor- 
ary paralysis of the optic nerves in one 
ey'c. Jlmvcvr. I have about got a plan 
formulated. 


1 hardly believe, as a matter of policy, 


that it will be prudent for me at the 
present moment to outline a plan pub- 
liclv for the purpose of being criticized 
by "everybody. 
1 have eullicient faith 


in my experience in the raisin business 
and my intelligence as a merchant to 
believe that my plan will solve—ag far 
as a difficult problem like this can be 
solved—the raisin situation: but I do 
not hopi- or expect to convince every 
one. especially my competitors in the 
trade. Therefore, it has struck me, per- 
haps if a full discussion of the present 
situation is held, if we come in at the 
end with our ideas they will probably 
he adopted. 
I never more firmly be- 


lieved in anything in my life than I be- 
lieve in the "fact that withjjproper care 
and proper handling £> to !>0 pur cent 
more can be realized for our raisins than 
hits been realized this year. I am as 
linnly persuaded of this as 1 am ol the 
fact that next year, if the present, situa- 
tion goes on, the returns will be L'5 per 
cent and perhaps even 00 per cent less 
than thev are at tlio present moment, 
such is the de in oral i/.ing tendency of the 
present methode of distribution. 


There is a clean-cut, plain way out. of 


this and il can only he obstructed, and 
probably will be obstructed, by rival- 
ries and jealousy, but if every man will 
put aside personal preferences, prejud- 
ice and feeling and go into the contem- 
plation of ibis subject in 11 generous, 
candid and impartial frame of mind, 
each agreeing to waive a little individu- 
ality and personal preference in favor of 
the whole. 1 nee no dillicully in the 
matter. 
If we attempt, however, to 


pool Fresno and only succeed in pooling 
two-thirds of the growers, and there is 
one-third on 
the? outside hammering 


away at the holdings under Ihe pool, 
fiiiccCBB will not result. If, on Ihe con- 
trary, all go in, RiiY-cnt) is inevitable. 


Now, in my pUn I do not propose do- 


ing away with the services ot Ihe pack- 
era or commission merchants. J simply 
desire to place them under control. 


The dangers of the situation lie, first, 


in the necessity of impecunious growers 
that forces them to sell at any price they 


Second — The effort to market the 


whole crop in a comparatively few 
months. 


Third—Improper and dishonest grad- 


ing, by which one packer dishonestly 
undersells another and forces a precipi- 
tation of prices. 


Fourth— Undue competition in the 


efforts of one commission house or seller 
:iidc;xvoriiig to focure, the ltuuiin.^'3 from 
their competitors. 


The lirat tiling to he. timed at is hon- 


•sty 
i n > packing. 
Thin year packers 


slnrted out with :in honest -1-crown 
raitin ; then some ono commenced mix- 
ing ;>"i'rown with 4-crown and selling as 
4-crowii at a less price,and thai hromrht 
down the price, of genuine 4-crown. 
Then there was a further mixture and a 
further reduction until a break was pre- 
cipitated all round, which break finally 
refilled in demoralization. 
1 would 


seek lirst to see that absolutely not a 
rai-iu would go out of Fresno that was 
not [nicked to an exact standard. 


Next, my plan should seek to place 


tho business in a position (and this is 
one of the strongest points) where an 
absolute maintenance of prices should 
be secured that would start at u low 
figure and gradually advance us the 
market went on, achieving two ends: 
preventing the importation of Spanish 
raisins to start in with, and enabling 
every one that bought to secure a fair 
prolit on hia purchaser'. Instead of a 
demoralized and receding market we 
would have an advancing one, wilh a 
speculative tendency on the part of the 
buyer. 


1 should provide for a fair and legiti- 


mate prolit for large packers and com- 
mission merchants and allow Irade, as 
far as possible, to flow through its natu- 
ral channel. 
We would not seek, to 


antagonize any one—on the contrary 
would endeavor to preserve the friend- 
ship of everyone, from the smallest 
broker up to the largest merchant, rec- 
ognizing the fact that every friend pos- 
sible to the plan should be secured. 


1 "jhould seek to provide proper finan- 


cing arrangements. 
Kccogiming the 


utter folly of trying to market Ihe whole 
raisin crop of California in three or four 
months, and recognizing that the neces- 
sities of the poorest and most impecuni- 
ous grower makes the market price- in a 
measure for the most independent, pros- 
perous packer, we should endeavor to 
carry the growers and enable them to 
market thi-ir goods over a period of 
twelve months and secure proper prices, 
at the same time providing for their 
needs as time went on. 


1 should seek (and here lies a plan I 


should carefully work out) to absolutely 
control the selling price. This is ft large 
scheme; it requires large idcns and 
great executive power, 
ft cannot he 


made a success by the growers alone. 
When one portion of an industry seeks 
to antagonize another, dissensions and 
misfortunes will creep in, and therefore 
we want to utilize all the brains con- 
nected directly and collaterally with the 
raisin hummus and place them under 
direct and proper control, and then the 
buBim-HH is going to care for itself. I am 
11 firm believer in the future of the raisin 
industry, but J mily Ixjlieve in iU future 
when Die business is properly controlled 
nnd properly managed. 


If, in your opinion, there are enough 


people in Fresno thntwpuld care to seri- 
ously contemplate this idea of mine and 


look carefully into mv plan, I plmll bo 
prepared to meet a committee at my 
oltice, but 1 only want a committee that 
will represent a large and important fol- 
lowing, and then 1 will go into the mat- 
ter witli them. If they will come ui> 
here 1 will extend to them the hospitali- 
ties of our fair and show them every- 
thing that can be seen, or if they cannot 
come up heie 1 will arrange" at the 
proper time to j;o south. 
1 cannot 


leave, however, until ufu-r UK-opening 
yi" the fair, as 1 am one of the financial 
managers here, and there is much un- 
der my chargo and direction.

'Hie following address has heeu sent 


out to all the fruit growers of Fresno 
comity, in compliance with an action 
tiiken by the fruit growers of the Scan- 
dinavian colony at their second meeting 
011 January (i,ISU4: 


To the Raisin and Fruit Producers of 


Fresno County, Cal.:—lu view of the 
hi^t two years' experience with ruinous 
prices and commission packers, who 
seem to go hand in hand in the sale of 
our raisins and other fruits, we believe 
that it is absolutely impossible for us to 
no any further in the same direction and 
midntain the dignity of our manhood 
and womanhood without bringing upon 
ourselves and families pover.y and dis- 
grace, and at the same time ruin upon 
our fair county.
